Mr. Sherrill states that in no case 
eau a borrower obtain a loan for the 
purchase of winter seed wheat, rye 
or barley, or for summer fallowing, 
or both, during the year 1934, in ex­ 
cess of $400.00 or an aggregate from 
the 1934 emergency crop loan fund 
exceeding $750.00. 
As an explanation, a borrower who 
lias received a crop loan of $250.00 
and a wheat loan ut’ $200.00 will in* 
eligible for an additional wheat loan 
of $200.00 if located in the drouth 
area. 
If the borrower has received a 
wheajt loan of $400.00, he will not be 
entitled to an additional loan to as­ 
sist him in the planting and cultivat­ 
ing of his wheat crop. 
The time for making loans for sum­ 
mer fallowing and for the purchase 
of seed wheat has been extended to 
September 15, 1934.
